Due  mainly  to  the  untiring  efforts  of 
Miss  Clifford,  the  "Junior  Follies''  was  a  great  success.  It  was  glorious  being  Juniors  but  we 
knew  that  the  really  big  thrill  was  near  at  hand. 

We  were  back  next  fall  with  a  new  name — Seniors — sounding  bigger  and  better  than  we 
had  imagined  it  could  sound.  Our  position  in  high  school  was  now  an  honor  and  we  were 
justly  proud.  Although  several  times  our  pride  was  shaken  and  our  anxiety  aroused  by,  "If 
your  English  work  does  not  improve  you  will  not  graduate."  or,  "You  are  simply  playing  in 
this  class.  You  need  this  unit  to  graduate,  but  I  shall  have  to  fail  you."  We  ordered  invi- 
tations, rings,  and  had  our  pictures  made  for  the  Annual.  Under  the  able  supervision  of  Miss 
Fore,  our  advisor,  and  our  two  excellent  presidents.  Hall  Morrison  and  Bob  Anders,  we  settled 
the  many  details  of  graduation.  We  chose  our  class  song,  our  minister  for  the  commencement 
sermon,  our  class  gift,  and  class  day  officers  with  everyone  happy  and  satisfied  with  the  results. 
The  money  for  our  class  gift,  a  school  flag  designed  by  J.  C.  Stokes,  and  the  painting  of  the 
stage  curtain,  we  raised  by  sponsoring  two  successful  Reid's  Days.  We  decided  to  have  a  dif- 
ferent form  of  graduation  exercise  from  any  Central  had  bad  previously.  We  planned  a  Senior 
breakfast  to  be  held  the  morning  before  the  class  day  exercises.  Talented  members  of  the 
Senior  class  wrote  a  pageant,  which  was  presented  by  other  members  of  our  class  and  directed 
by  our  teachers. 

Our  days  at  Central  have  been  happy  ones,  and  it  is  with  a  feeling  of  sadness  and  regret 
that  we  say  good-bye.  Although  we  shall  never  come  to  Central  again  as  students,  our  thoughts 
and  hopes  will  always  be  for  her  success.  Our  parting  wish  is  that  the  Senior  class  of  '3  3  be 
remembered  as  a  class  "Gone  but  not  forgotten."

Taking  two  perfectly  green  freshmen  and  three  lettermen  regulars,  Coach  Walter  Skidmore  wove  to- 
gether another  Charlotte  High  wonder  team  which  capped  a  season  showing  15  wins  and  only  one  loss  with 
its  third  consecutive  state  title.  The  season  began  slow  with  the  offensive  and  defensive  alike  showing  many 
flaws.  Work  and  plenty  of  it  finally  showed  the  improvement  and  by  midseason  the  team  ranked  along  side 
the  McCachren,  Bell,  Aitken  crew  of  '30-'31. 

The  five  had  fairly  easy  going  in  the  Western  Conference,  having  only  one  team  to  give  any  trouble 
at  all.  Salisbury  was  the  crew  but  in  the  end  went  down  in  two  glorious  defeats.  Clinching  the  western 
title  by  wins  over  Salisbury,  Charlotte  met  an  old  enemy  in  Durham  High,  who  beat  the  great  team  in 
1930.  Durham  exhibited  a  fast  and  well-coached  team  but  could  not  go  ahead  of  the  long  lead  built  up  by 
the  wonderful  first  half  played  by  Coach  Skidmore's  boys.  Charlotte  won  the  game  25  to  21,  despite  a 
desperate  attempt  of  Durham  in  the  final  minutes  of  play.  Frank  Bell  and  Earl  Ruth  played  brilliant  ball 
during  this  hectic  battle. 

The  only  loss  showing  on  the  Wildcat  ledger  is  the  same  old  Asheville  team.  The  Maroons  licked  the 
locals  26  to  25  in  Asheville  after  the  Skidmen  had  polished  them  off  here  by  a  38  to  18  score. 

Coach  Skidmore  rewarded  the  boys  at  the  end  of  the  season  for  winning  the  title  by  giving  them  gold 
engraved  basketballs.  Other  honors  were  bestowed  on  three  of  the 
members  through  the  mythical  All-State  team  picked  by  the  coaches 
of  the  State.  Earl  Ruth  was  a  unanimous  choice,  while  Buck  Brady 
and  Captain  Maurice  Peabody  easily  won  places  on  the  five.  Frank 
Bell  and  Clyde  Mullis,  other  two  members  of  the  first  string,  re- 
ceived honorable  mention.  Bill  McCachren  and  Dallas  Morris  re- 
ceived letters,  running  the  lettermen  list  to  seven.

Boxing 


Coaches  Pop  LeNeave  and  Jim  Belliveau  stepped  into  a  band  of  pugilisticly  inclined  Charlotte  High 
boys  during  the  month  of  January  and  began  work  to  form  a  boxing  team  for  the  Wildcat's  sports  program. 

A  month  later  Charlotte  High  was  headed  for  its  first  State  title  in  boxing,  the  first  time  it  had  entered 
a  team.  A  ring  was  rented,  punching  bags  were  bought,  uniforms,  medicines,  and  other  paraphernalia  was 
obtained  the  best  way  possible,  since  the  city  school  board  allowed  no  appropriation  for  the  sport.. 

The  boys  began  working  harder  and  harder  for  a  meet  which  had  been  scheduled  with  JVIt.  Holly.  The 
day  of  the  match  came.  A  group  of  nine  boys  were  taken  on  the  trip  to  Mt.  Holly.  All  bouts  save  four 
were  called  draws;  these  were  won  two  each  by  Mt.  Holly  and  the  Wildcats.  From  then  on  boxing  was  on 
the  boom  in  Charlotte  High.  Meets  were  scheduled,  teams  were  met  and  defeated  as  the  weeks  passed.  The 
date  of  the  State  Meet  at  Chapel  Hill  rolled  around.  Nine  boys  were  taken  from  Charlotte.  All  save  one 
advanced  from  the  first  round,  Jimmy  Jett  losing  to  the  finalist  last  year.  The  second  round  passed,  Char- 
lotte was  leading  in  points  by  one  and  a  half,  and  had  to  win  both  bouts  in  the  finals  while  Wilson  High, 
the  defending  champion,  must  lose  one. 

The  final  night  of  the  big  three  came.  Bobby  Arial,  Charlotte 
boy,  was  pitted  against  the  titleholder  in  the  116-pound  class  from 
Durham.  He  easily  won  a  decision.  The  next  fight,  although  no 
local  angle  was  involved,  was  extremely  important  to  the  local 
coaches.  Wilson  had  to  lose  this  fight  or  Cha'rlotte  would  go  down 
by  half  a  point.  A  tough  Raleigh  pug  won  a  warm  place  in  the 
Charlotte  team's  heart  by  completing  a  neat  pasting  of  the  Wilson 
pug.  It  was  then  up  to  Pug  Arenson,  only  other  Charlotte  finalist, 
to  put  the  finishing  touches  on  the  tournament.  He  met  a  tough 
man  from  Durham  and  easily  won  the  title.  Charlotte  was  crowned 
State  Champs  with  7l/2  points  to  Wilson's  7. 

The  only  loss  of  the  season,  to  Hickory,  was  avenged  here  with  a 
6  to  3  victory  among  other  bouts  featured  by  two  meets  with  Mt. 
Pleasant,  both  big  wins  for  the  Wildcats,  and  Brevard  Institute, 
another  'Cat  victory.
